Not ho gloomy, perhaps, 
hut Htill a wood, or a vhhI, spread- 
int! wilderness — whichever one pre- 
fers to call It — wherein thousands 
find ibemeelvei astray, loet, muster- 
ed out of the great army of Hie 
giant olty'i Inhabitant*, ami num- 
bered in the long, long mil of the 

missing. Hookers and finders of 

oblivion ; victiiiiN of pride and 

poverty, of despair and misfortune, 
of design or accident, these lost ones 

are, whence they went and whither 

they are, DO one knows. 'Phis side 

the Qreat Divide, no one will ever 

know, whether alive or dead, they 
have sailed forth to the "Port of 
Missing Men," from whence they 
will never return. (Mini ley Koas — 
where Ih he? Dorothy Arnold — 
whore are you? William Mack, 
whither did you go, when, in full 
policeman's uniform, you left, your 
homo to report on duty? Mary 

istegan, if this should meat your 

eye remember your husband is sor- 
rowing, and your babes are wailing 
for your return to that little homo 
in the Mronx you left three months 
ago. *' Daddy " — ho ran a personal 
appeal in the " agony " column of 

a great New York dally recently — 
" Daddy, all is well. Come home. 
Mama." Hut " Daddy" does not 
come. So rans the short, pathetic 

annals of the missing. Hearts are 
breaking for just a word. Mothers, 
fathers, children, sweethearts, eat 
itig out their lives in awful unlift- 
Ing uncertainty, wait daily Foi news 
of those whom the city's ninolstorm 
has caught upon its lip and swirled 

In Its merciless eddy into darkness 

and death. According to the re 
cords compiled by Sergeant Orant 
Williams at police headquarters, as 
made up from reports submitted to 
him by Hie various prooints, no less 
than seven hundred and fifty men, 
women and children weie reported 
lost during January, February and 
March of the cut ten I year. Of 

these torn hundred were Located by 

the police. Of the remaining throe 
hundred and fifty, there is no official 
trace or knowledge. Some of them, 
Ordlng lo police estimate, have 
undoubtedly relumed to their 
homes, and neither they nor their 
relatives have taken the trouble to 
notify the police. Hut when all of 
• hose have been allowed for, it is 
fair |<i assume that, of the three 
hundred and fifty, more than one 
half have disappeared for the time. 

Homo the deep, dark river claims ; 
Others the land conceals. One 



hundred and seventy-five missing 
in three months — dead or alive ! 
More in the course of the yoni than 
were lost in the Hood of the middle 
West ; and nothing but an occasion 
nl paragraph or a picture, tolling of 
this or that Individual case, is ever 
printed. The public reads and for- 
get*. It is the way of the world. 
It is only a sordid tale to tall, this 
story of the missing, but tragic to 
the end. 

Also, in the first quartet of this 
year, two hundred and forty poisons 
living out of town wore reported 
missing to the local police, and of 
those one hundred and ninety were 
located, Of the remaining fifty, 
the records show nothing, and do 
nol tell whether they wore ever re- 
covered. The official police records 
of 1912 show that dining that your 
not less than three thousand two 
hundred and twenty-two persons 
were reported missing. Two thou- 
sand throe hundred and eighty DOS 
of those wore located. Hut I here 
were still missing at the end of the 
year five hundred and seventy one 
males and two hundred and seventy 
females — a total of eight hundred 

and forty-one ! " Some of these 
have undoubtedly been located," 
says Serjeant William'-, " But how 
many I can't say. Not half, I will 
wager. It is tragedy all right; 
there is no question about that. 
For years wo had at headtpiai tors 
as an adjunct to the Huroau of in 

formation, a Bureau of Missing Per- 
sons, to which all hiicIi cases were 
reported directly. It should have 
been Called the Hurt an of Teats. 

It was the clearing house, so 
to speak, of all the woe and the grief 
of this groat city, and— well, a 
policeman soon becomes oallous to 
human ills and sufferings, but not 
those who are connected with that 
bureau. A blue coat and biass 
buttons can't Still the emotions or 

the sympathy when a grey-helred 

mother entCTS the otliee and lolls of 

the disappearance of her daughter, 

the one link which binds her to a 
happy past. The girl may have 
been a victim of the pitfalls of the 
town; she may have rebelled against 
the ceaseless grind of toil; she may 
have been lured to the stage, or 
vanished to hide her shame. I bit 
to the mother — the one thai I have 
in mind — she was just 'my baby!' 

" Ami with tears streaming down 

her furrowed cheeks (lie mother told 
of little Incidents in her daughtors's 
life; showing us the doll she played 



With ; pictures of her as a baby in 
arms, of a girl going lo school, and 
as she was a tuonlh before she dis- 
appeared —one of a trio of merry 
laughing young women. And we 
who have mothers of our own, or 
who have known a mother's love, 
are not ashamed when our 
emotions are stirred by such a story 
as told by that dear, old soul. The 
message that wont out from head 
quarters to every precinct in the 
city to look for that girl was one of 
a score, but (hero was more than 
one man making a personal search, 
for "My Baby" in his spare time, 
but. she has never been hoard fiom 
since that night, when her girl 
chum left her less than a block 
from homo. The mother died re 
cently, and her last words ivere for 
'My Utile Sadie, my baby,' spoken 
to a big brawny detective, who 
lived near her and had been looking 
for her baby for weeks, in addition 
with his other duties. That is a 
typical story of I hose days. Now 
each precinct, looks out for its own 
missing cases, and reports to head- 
quarters, although a general alarm 

is sent out." The most notabl. 

of girl disappearance in this city is 

that of Dorothy Arnold, who die* 
appoaiod on December V, 1910, and 
Of whom not, a trace has since been 
dlSOOVered in spile of the fact that 
Hie search for her has boon world 
wide. Yet, it is only one of a thou- 
sand baffling Instan c es' mysterious, 
unexplalnable, almost onoaaoy, 

In Miss Arnold's case there were 

no p repa r ations for departure, no 

apparent reason why she should dis- 
appear. On the" contrary she had 
everything to live for, and her story 
is that of a score of Other young 
women Dead or alive ? No one 
knows, or will not tell. They have 
I i BWept down into the mael- 
strom of the city down it may be, 
into the torgitl cm rents of the 
underworld. 

Beyond all doubt Km 
the port of musing man, In Potter's 
Field, the morgue, in jails and 



hospitals, some of them are to be 
found. Some lie in the swift flow- 
ing waters of the Hudson to be ear- 
ned eventually out to sea. An offi- 
cial of the Kowory Mission doling 
out hread to a long line of weaiy 
outcasts on a recent rainy night, 
said that 90 per cent of them were 
on the roll of missing men. "Not 
one of them," he continued, "is 
li viiiK mulct his right name ; not one 
of them, but if he would could toll 
a sad, stirring story. We used to 
put numberless questions lo these 
men nl one time, hoping to help; 
but wo have now practically given 
up the practice. We get no satis- 
faction, for the Btory we hear is just 
as far as can bo, from I he actual slato 
affairs." 

Scanning the columns of the daily 
newspaper one comes across num- 
berless cases likes the following : 
On March 3, 1912, William Mack, 
a policeman attached to Hie Baal 
Fifty-first Street Station, loft in full 
uniform for his home, saying he was 

ill. lie baa never been located since. 
A brother policeman on post in 
Lexington Avenue saw him board 
a car, but since then all trace of 
him has boon lost. 

Another strange case was that of 
James J. Judge, also a policeman, 
who lived at No. 22G Bast Twenty- 
Seventh street. On December id, 
1910, he left the Bronx Park station 
house lo go to his homo, but never 
leached theie. It was as if the 
earth had swallowed him There 
was no clew to his whereabouts. 
Six months later, on May 13th, the 
day of the police parade, his body 
was found floating in the river, 
Vagoe rumors came to the police 
that Judge, who had incurred the 
enmity of a bad baud in his neigh- 
borhood, had boon waylaid, killed 
and his Isidy thrown into a sewer, 
but if such were the case, it must 
have been months after his disap- 
pearance. Where he was in the 
meantime no one knows. 

Early in the present year a clerk- 
in one of the leading banks of the 
olty vanished His accounts wore 
cotioct. There was apparently no 
reason for his disappearance. His 
wife, relatives and friends searched 

in vain for him. lie was found by 
accident over on Mlaokwoll's Island, 
Where he was serving a term of six 
months for a moral offense. 

The Wife Of a prosperous business 

man in the Bronx was reported 

missing by her husband. She had 
left to do some shopping downtown, 
and disappeaiod, leaving no trace 
behind her. Hospitals were search- 
ed, telatives in other cities notified, 
but not a clew was found. The 
husband, In despair, concluded she 
was dead. She was found six weeks 
later in the Tombs prison, whore, 
under an assumed name, she was 
awaiting trial on a charge of shop- 
lifting. 

These area few typical examples 
noted in the police records. But 

the tragedies of those hundreds 

who vanish, never to be located, 
are unwritten — unknown except to 
those I hey leave behind. 

Kidnapping cases are not so num- 
erous today as in past years. Voiy 
few cases of that kind are reported 
to the police. The most notable in 
recent years was the stealing of 
Michael, the three year-old son of 
Dr. Mariano Scimeca, No. 2 Prince 
Street, one of; the most popular 
Italian physicians on the Kast side. 
The kidnapping was by an agent 

of the Black Hand Society, whoso 
reported demands for money had 
been refused by t he physician. 

Little Michael, playing outside 
the door of his father's office with 
two other chidten, was lured away 
by a Stranger an promises of candy. 

Noi only the police department, 

but thousands of ths Sicilian colony 
aided in the search, but not a trace 

of the boy could he found. Mean- 
time the father was receiving 
threatening letters. On Septembei 

0, forty-nine days after the child 



pass out of the knowledge of their 
friends for all time. Their fall can 
be attributed to various reasons, 
such as poverty, cruelty, abnormal 
restraint on the part of their parents 
or, as is frequently the case, because 
they have been disgraced. Some 
there are, however, who deliberately 
and without any temptation, adopt 
this life of shame, because of their 
disinclination to work and of their 
love of finery, and what they assume 
will be an easy time. Of the fear- 
ful consequences, of the appalling 
fate which usually awaits them, 
they seem not to dream. Only the 
present flits before their eyes. 
But the future, charged with its 
awful tragedy, they come to all to 
soon. 

And so year by year the number 
of missing people increases, and the 
maelstrom claims its tale of victims. 
Some are the Enoch Aniens ; some 
are disciples of Despair ; not a few 
sic fugitives of the law ; many 
are pariahs of society ; hundreds 
have passed to that bourne whence 
no traveler returns. The father 
and mother, the brother and sister, 
the husband, the wife, the sweet- 
heart — these are that, because of 
the tragedy, pass through tribula- 
tion, who know the tragedy of the 
missing. Theiis the grief and the 
sorrow ; theirs the fearful uncer- 
tainty ; theirs the suffering that 
knows no solace until they them- 
selves have joined that great com- 
pany of those that grieve on earth 
no more. — Ex. 
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iisappeared, he was returned lo his 
uncle's home in Brooklyn, brought 
thither In a cab at night by his aunt. 
Whether Dr. Scimeca paid the 
ransom demanded for the return of 
his hoy was never learned, hut the 
presumption is that he did. 

Ah, ol course everyone knows, the 
White Slaver, plying his infamous 
vocation, is responsible foi the dis- 
appearence of many young girls, 
who are lured to his web by promises 
of money, fine clothes and a life of 
pleasure. These victims, who dis 

appear, am seldom located. They 



For days before the great game 
between the famous Bed Lot team 
and the "peppery" nine from Oak 

Center, the one topic of discussion 
In the juvenile world of the little 

village had boon whether or not

is also a Director of the Penn- 
sylvania Institution for the Deaf 
and Dumb for a long time. 

Such was his connection with the 
work among the deaf — both the re- 
ligious and eil ucat ional work, which 
is doing so much for the uplift of 
our class, that we shall always cher- 
ish his memory. We desire, also, 
as a slight token 01 our profound res- 
pect and gratitude to place on record 
this humble tribute to his memory. 
And we know full well that it wis 
not the deaf alone whom he befriend- 
ed. The story of his beautiful life, 
were it written, could but reveal a 
life of unselfishness ami love for his 
Master.
